Edenborn, for years & prominent fig- 
ure in the wire industry, is well known 
to many of the leading business men 
of Chicago and elsewhere. He has 
been referred to as “ father of the wire 
industry in America,” having erected 
mjlis and produced wire in 1870, three 
years after he came to the United 
States from his birthplace, West- 
phalia, Prussia. 


Held in Secret Place. 

“ Edenborn, who is 70 years old and 
reputed to be many times a millionaire, 
was taken into custbdy 4s he stepped 
‘from a train of thé road of which he 
is president.

STOCKHOLM, April 28.—{By the 
Associated Press.]—Correspondents of 
Swedish newspapers in Finland tele 
graph persistent rumors in circulation 
there of important happenings in Rus 
sia. Thé most’ definite runior éeclares| 
that the former Grand Duke Alexis, 
son of the former emperor, has been 
declared emperor with Grand Duke 
Michael, Alexandrovitch as regent, and 
that the new government would refuse 
to recognize the Bolshevik peace treaty 
with Germany. 

The rumors would be disregarded 
here were it not for the fact that a re- 
port from Vasa, Finland, last Thursday 
declared that the transportation of 
Russian civilian prisoners had had to 
be suspended “ because of current dis- 
orders in Russia.” 

Finland and Sweden have had no 
telegraphic communication with Rus- 
sia in more than three weeks. 

Finland Rebellion Waning. 

Latest reports from Finland indi- 
cate that the net is closing rapidly 
on the Red guards and that the Fin- 
nish rebellion is likely to end in a 
few days. The Red guards in south- 
western Finland have been surrounded 
between Tevastehus and Helsingfors 
and the last Red guards in eastern 
Finland have been surrounded and cut 
off from communication with Russia. 
Viborg is expected to fall shortly. 
The Aftonblad of Tammerfors accuses 
the Red guards of oe against 
the White guards. 


LANDON, April 28.— An Exchange

peoples proved themselves strong and 
steadfast enough to defeat its attempt 
in arms. 

“The events of the last few weeks 
must have made it plain to every think- 
ing man that there is ho longer rocen 
for compromise between the ideals for 
which we and our enemies stand. De- 
mocracy and autocracy have come to 
the death grip; one or the other will 
fasten its hold on mankind. 


Strength Only in WII. 

It is a clear realization on this issue 
which will be our strength in trials to 
come. I have no doubt that freedom 
will triumph. But whether it will tri- 
umph soon or late, after a final su- 
preme effort in the next few months 
or long drawn agony, depends on the 
vigor and self-sacrifice with which the 
children of liberty, especially those be- 
hind the lines, dedicate themselves to 
the struggle.

Pinch Felt in Ninety Homes. 
Mrs. Ross, who spent most of the 
day making Mmquiries, declared that of | 
ninety families visited, practically 
none had any bread. : 

“With the bakers out on a strike 
these people resorted to the groceries 
to get flour to bake. Many of, the 
refused to sell unless orders 
for other articles, amounting to $5 of 
more, were placed at the same time,” 
declared . Ross. That mean that | 
most of these people went without 
bread, for they are poor and could not 
afford to buy the other articles with 
the flour.” 
Attorney Lewis F. Jacobson, repre 
senting the master bakers, declared 
that he had taken the strike question 
up with United States District Attor- 
ney Clyne and the department cf jus- 
tice.
